This is an application under Section 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 by Shri Ban- 
wari Dhobi & 26 others against the Chief Mining Engineer, Railway Board, and the Colliery Sup- 
erintendent, Giridih Collieries. A reply statement has been filled by the Superintendent of Col- 
lieries, Giridih. But it is not necessary to go into the merits of the dispute aB the applicants have 
addressed a petition to the Tribunal seeking its permission to withdraw the application as they do 
not desire to contest the case. The Additional Chief Mining Engineer, State Collieries has writ- 
ten to say that there is no objection to the Tribunal passing an Award permitting the withdrawal 
as desired by the applicants. Under the circumstances, we dismiss the application.

IRON AND STEEL (CONTROL) ORDER, 1956 

S.R.O. 1109./ESS.COMM/1RON AND STEEL.— In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) and In 
supersession of all previous Orders on the subject, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order: — 

Paet I — Preliminary 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Iron and Steel (Control) Order, 1956. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India, except the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 

(3) It shall come into force with effect from the date on which this Order is 
notified in the Gazette of India. 

2. Definitions. — In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) "controlled source” means: — 

(l) a producer, 

(ii) a Railway Administration, 

(iii) any factory, local authority, scrap merchant or person declared hy the 

Controller to be “Controlled Source”. 

(b) "controlled stockholder” means a stockholder appointed by the Controller 
to hold stocks of iron or steel under such terms and conditions as he may prescribe 
from time to time. 

(c) "controller” means the person appointed as Iron and Steel Controller by 
the Central Government and includes any person exercising, upon authorisation 
by the Central Government, all or any of the powers of the Iron and Steel 
Controller. 

(d) "factory” means a factory as defined in clause (m) of section 2 of the 
Factories Act, 1948 (LXIII of 1948), other than a factory managed by a producer 
or a Railway Administration. 

(e) "local authority” shall have the meaning assigned to it by sub-section 
(28) of Section 3 of tne General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897) . 

(f) “pressure pipes” includes all pipes and tubes of 1/8 in. nominal bore and 
above which will withstand or may be used for a working pressure of 25 lbs. per 
square Inch and above. 

(g) "producer” means a person carrying on the business of manufacturing iron 
or steel. 

(h) "registered producer" means a producer who is registered as such by the 
Controller. 

(i) "stockholder” means a person holding stocks of iron or steel for sale who 
la registered as a stockholder by the Controller. 

(j) "scrap" means all iron or steel material which is commonly known as; 
scrap and Includes defective iron or steel material whether it is suitable only for 
re-rolling or re-melting or can be used for other purposes. 

Explanation. — A certificate signed by the Controller or any officer authorised 
by him in this behalf shall be conclusive proof that the material in respect of 
which the certificate is issued is "Scrap” for the purpose of this Order. 
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(k) “scrap merchant” means a person other than a producer (including a 
Registered Producer), who carries on the business of acquiring, sorting and 
classifying scrap for disposal. 

Part II — Iron and Steel — Prime quality 

3. (1) Application of this Part.— The provisions of this Part shall apply to all 
iron and steel of the categories specified in the Schedule to this Order: 

Provided that the Provisions of this Part shall not apply to any fabricated 
Iron or steel of the categories specified in the said Schedule when such fabrication 
ia done under the authority of or in accordance with the conditions contained or 
incorporated in a general or special written order of the Controller or under the 
authority of a quota certificate or permit issued under clauses 4 or 5, as the case 
may be. 

(2) A certificate signed by the Controller or by any officer authorised by him 
in this behalf, in respect of any category of iron or steel, shall be conclusive proof 
that it is an article to which this Part is applicable. 

4. Acquisition. — No person shall acquire or agree to acquire any iron or steel 
from a producer or stockholder except under the authority of and in accordance 
with the conditions contained in a quota certificate or permit issued by the Con- 
troller or under the authority of and in accordance with the conditions contained 
or incorporated in a general or special written order of the Controller. 

5. Disposal. — No person, who acquires iron or steel under Clause 4, or no 
producer shall dispose of or agree to dispose of or export or agree to export from 
any place to which this Order extends any iron or steel, except in accordance 
with the conditions contained or incorporated in a special or general written 
order of the Controller. 

6. Carriers, warehousemen and servants. — For the purposes of clauses 4 and 5 
any acquisition by or disposal to a carrier or warehouseman or servant acting in 
the ordinary course of business or employment as such of any iron and steel snail 
be deemed to be only an acquisition by or disposal to the person on whose behalf 
or to whose order the carrier, warehouseman or servant so acquired that steel 
and any acquisition from or disposal by a carrier or warehouseman or servant 
acting as aforesaid Of any iron or steel shall be deemed to be only an acquisition 
from or disposal by the person on whose behalf or to whose order the carrier, 
warehouseman or servant so disposes of that steel. 

7. Use of Iron and Steel to conform to conditions governing acquisition. — A 

person acquiring iron or steel in accordance with the provisions of clause 4 shall 
not use the iron or steel otherwise than in accordance with any conditions con- 
tained or incorporated in the document which was the authority for the 
acquisition: 

Provided that notwithstanding porvisions of this Part or the conditions govern- 
ing the acquisition of any categories of iron or steel, the Controller may, by a 
written order, require any person holding stocks of iron or steel either to release 
by way of loan or sell the whole or any part of the stock to such person or class 
of persons on such terms and conditions as may be specified in the order. 

In the exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso, the Controller may 
have regard to the following matters, namely: — 

(a) the requirements of the persons holding such stocks; 

(b) the requirements of the persons needing such stocks; 

(c) transport facilities available; and 

(d) any other factor including a strike or lock-out affecting production oy 

fabrication 

8. Surrender of revoked authorities. — Where any quota certificate, permit or 
written order, referred to in clause 4 or 5 is revoked by the authority which issued 
it the person to whom it was issued shall forthwith return it to the authority 
which issued it. 

9. Surrender of authorities at the time of acquisition. — A person disposing of 
iron or steel in accordance with the provisions of clause 5 shall obtain from the 
person acquiring the steel the document which is the authority for the disposal 
and acquisition and shall preserve it, find when so required shall deliver it to the 
Controller or to such person as the Controller may direct. 
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10. Power to direct sale. — The Controller may, by a written order, require any 
person holding stock of iron and steel, acquired by him otherwise than in 
accordance with the provisions of clause 4, to sell the whole or any part of the 
stock to I such person or class of persons and on such terms and conditions as 
may be specified in the Order. 

11. Power to prohibit Removal. — The Controller may order any producer (in- 
cluding a registered producer), any stockholder (including a controlled stock- 
holder) or any other person not to remove or permit the removal of any iron or 
steel, whether sold or unsold, from his stockyard or from any other part of his. 
premises to any place outside the precincts of such stockyard or premises, except 
with the written permission of the Controller. 

12. Power to require keeping of accounts and to obtain information. — (1) Every 
Producer and every stockholder and other person holding stocks of Iron or steel 
shall keep such books, accounts and records relating to the business carried on 
by him as the Controller may require. 

(2) Every producer or stockholder or person holding stock of iron or steel and 
every person employed in connection with the business of a producer or stock- 
holder or person holding stocks of iron or steel, shall on being requested so to.

The prices shown in the above Schedule and the other provisions relevant thereto as set 
forth below, shall come into force with effect from the date on which they are published in the 
Gazette of India and notwithstanding the rates at which an order has been booked and/or the 
materials paid for, shall apply to all deliveries effected on or after that date. In all cases where 
delivery is effected by rail, the date of the Railway Receipt shall be deemed to be the date of 
delivery. 


2. To arrive at the base prices for places other than Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Tatanagar 
and Bumpore the Place extras given in the Freight (Place extra) List at Appendix I, are to be 
taken into account in the manner indicated in the ‘Special Conditions’ below : 

For any place not included in that List, the Place Extra will be determined with reference 
to the actual railway freight from the nearest of the above five ports except that for places which 
are not within 250 miles of the ‘Ports’ of Tatanagar or Bumpore, the Place Extras will be determined 
with reference to the three ports of Calcutta, Bombay and Madras. In any dispute regarding 
the Place Extras, the decision of the Iron and Steel Controller shall be final. 

3. The base prices adjusted for place extras are for standard lengths and sizes and are sub- 
ject to the extras and differentials shown in the Extras LiBt at Appendix III.

Tested materials must be within the tolerance specified ; untested materials must be within 
the usual commercial tolerance.
